This 
was due to a load limit of the 
swimming pool at Alondra park 
of 500 children.

The Torrance swim program 
has over 400 children enrolled 
and last Tuesday all of the 
children did not get a chance 
to take swimming lessons in 
the pool because of the load 
limit.
